Junior Imperial League Hears | 
Condemnation of Poor-Law | 
and Plea for Better Housing, 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON—Lord Curzon spoke recently 


‘at the annual banquet of the Junior Im 
perial League. Referring to the frequent 
meetings of Imperial conferences, the at- 

titude of the overseas dominions to Im- 
perial defence, and other matters, 
said that empire had conquered all of us. 
‘There was, however, a distressing lack 
of interest in imperial matters in the 
ountry and it could not be denied that 
socialism was an increasing force in the 
land, 

Socialism wag frankly anti-imperial- 
ist. The moral and civilizing influence 
of the empire left the socialist un- 
touched. The socialist was hostile 
that system of nationa] service which 
was certain one day to come if they 
were to retain the empire of which they 
were so proud. The only problems in 
which the socialist interested himself 
were domestic problems between capita! 
and labor, and the only solution he found 
for these problems was a one-sided solu- 

tion. It waa the spoliation of capital 
the setting up of that which history 
showed to be the most grinding form oi 
_ tyranny in the world, the tvranny of an 
democracy. Socialist ideals 
gry anti-imperia!, unpatriotic, selfish, 
and he thought there was 
h need for a body such as the Junior 
League to keep before the 

‘country the larger point of view. 


Expenditure Deplored 


After dealing with the recent troubles 
in the Unionist party, Lord Curzon said 
that a party to be pnited required a 
platform ahd a program. A portion of 
that platform was fixed for them by the 
traditions and convictions of the party. 
But there were few who did not regard 
with dismay the expenditure of the 
country, which was growing out of all 
proportion to the growing prosperity of 
the country. The creation of a vast paid 
bureaucracy was a great and growing 
danger, first because of the burden on 
the national exchequer, secondly because 
of the opportunity it gave for bribery 
and corruption, and thirdly because of 
the blow which it must deal to the in- 
dependence and self-reliance of the na- 
stional character. A first duty of the 
next Unionist government might have to 
be to institute a searching inquiry. into 
the expenditure of the country. But 
their program must include more than 
this. 

There was change and ferment going 
on everywhere in the public mind, which 
would not end until it had profoundly af- 
fected the social structure of the coun- 
try. People of all classes were puzzling 
out the problems how to effect a more 
equable distribution of the everincreas- 
ing wealth of the country. In the solu- 
tion of that problem a good many old 
principles would have to be sagisfied. If 
power were given to the democracy they 
should expect the democracy to use it, 
and it was the business of statesmen to 
see that they used it to the advantage of 
themselves and of the country.

concerted arrangement. Only new principles of action will save us from 
a final crystallization of monopoly and a complete loss of the influences 
that quicken enterprise and keep independent energy alive. It is plain 
what those principles must be. We\must abolish everything that bears 


even the semblance of privilege or of any kind of artificial advantage 


and put our business men and producers under the stimulation of a 
constant necessity to be efficient, economical and enterprising, masters 
of competitive supremacy, better workers and merchants than any in 
the world. . 


lt is to be observed that the social and economic principle thus 
defined by President Wilson is of wider scope than the 
application of it which he then had occasion to make.

That-such should be the impression of an acute thinker in the 
dawning vears of the twentieth century as he looks out over America 
and recalls its multiplied institutions, is not without considerable 
significance. .\ hundred years ago the testimony was much the same 
as to the then prevalent optimism and good nature, but not quite 
s- clean cut and invariable as to idealism’s dominating men and 
women in their personal relations and collective activities. To see 
this idealism often requires that persons looking for it can know 
an old friend in a new guise. \Wavs and means of accomplishing 
ends alter, even if the ends coveted do not. 

An idealist cannot go far in his search tor concrete proot of 
American idealism before he comes across it in the realm of educa- 
tion, where, despite the efforts of ardent champions of a utilitarian 
theory, a majority of the schools are still organized to serve other 
than an economic mission. He will find that any effort to turn the 
educational machinery of the state into an adjunct of the manufac- 
turing and trading classes of the community. will be resisted and 
jail. He also will find this emphasis on ideal aspects of living in 
the literature of the country. Realism has had no great artistic 
exponent in America: and only a few minor ones can be listed. 

Notable among American achievements 1s the setting apart for 
social service of vast sums of money acquired by individuals in more 
or less honest ways but invested by them in enterprises tor the amel- 
joration of human needs and the development of the intellects and 
characters of youth. In this realm ot idealism there are no persons 
comparable with Americans. So steadily have certain tamilies served 
society that division otf their mcome, and often their capital, in this 
way seems as natural to them as any ot the primary habits of exist- 


ence.

For SOME reasons it will be best 1f the legisla- 
tion against the Japanese finally enacted by 
California is as explicit m tts aim and in its 
phrasing as it can be made.
